Secrion 1. Be if enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Oregon, That it shall be, and hereby is the duty of the 
Governor of the Territory to appoint’ some competent person to act 
аз superintendent of the territorial penitentiary, during the current 
year, and until his successor shall have been duly elected and qual- 
ified ; and that thereafter the Legislative Assembly in joint conven- 
tion assembled shall elect one competent superintendent of the said 
penitentiary, who shall continue in office for two years from the date 
of his election and until his successor shall have bcen duly elected 
and qualified. 

Sec: 2. The superintendent, whose clection is provided for in the 
first section of this act, before entering upon the duties of his office, 
shall take and subscribe an oath, to be certified on the back of his 
bond, before onc of the judges of the supreme court or a judge of 

в. L. 2. 
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probate, to support the Constitution of the United States, and tne 
provisions of the act of Congress organizing the Territory of Ore- 
gon, and, faithfully and impartially perform the duties of his office 
according to law, to the best of his abilities ;, and shall enter into a 
bond to the Governor of the Territory, with two or more good and 
sufficient sureties, to be approved by said Governor, in the sum 
of ten thousand dollars, conditioned for the faithful performance 
of his duties, according to law, which oath and bond shall be filed in 
the office of the Secretary of the Territory. 

Sec. 8. The person first elected to the office of superintendent 
after he shall have been duly qualified, and given bonds as herein pro- 
vided for, shall demand and receive from the late board of commis- 
sioners of the said penitentiary, all books, papers, moneys, rights, 
credits, effects, and property belonging to said penitentiary. 

SEC. 4. Should a vacancy occur in the office of said superintend- 
ency by a failure to qualify, death, resignation or otherwise, the Соу- 
ernor of the Territory is hereby empowered to appoint some suitable 
person, а resident of the Territory to fill such vacancy, and the per- 
son во appointed shall qualify according to the provisions of this act, 
and shall enter upon the duties assigned to his predecessor: 


SEC. 5. It shall be the duty of the superintendent to superin- 
tend the performance of all contracts which are now or may hereaf- 
ter be authorized by law, for labor and material; to see.that the 
terms of each contract are fulfilled; to sell material or other prop- 
erty, the sale of which shall be authorized by act of the Legislature ; 
to make all authorized alterations, improvements and repairs in and 
about the penitentiary buildings or grounds; to secure the survey of 
the вате; to. have and exercise а general supervision over the peni- 
tentiary buildings, and the convicts confined in the same including the 
labor and safe keeping of the same; and do and perform such other 
duties pertaining to the said penitentiary as may be authorized 
by law ; provided, that the superintendent shall not be interested di- 
rectly or indirectly in any contract of any kind whatsoever connected 
with said penitentiary, during continuance in office, under the pen- 
alty of three thousand dollars to be prosecuted and collected of him, 
and the sureties upon his official bond upon an action of debt under 
. the direction, of the Governor of the Territory. 


SEC. 6. The Governor of this Territory is hereby declared to be 
А 
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the Treasurer of the fund appropriated by the Congress of the United 
States to-be applied to the erection of а penitentiary ; and shall 
make requisition for and receive from the proper officer of the United 
States treasury all moneys that now are or may hereafter be appro- 
priated for the erection or completion of a penitentiary, and to keep 
the same in safety being at all times prepared to pay the drafts of 
the superintendent, which may be authorized by law, out of such 
funds as he shall receive, by virtue-of the provisions of this act. 


бес. T. The superintendent shall have power and it is hereby made 
his duty to appoint some suitable and discreet person, whose duty it 
shall be to keep, feed, and take care of any and all convicts which 
now are, or may hereafter be confined in the Territorial penitentiary ; 
which keeper shall receive the sum of six hundred dollars per annum 
as salary, and the further sum of four dollars per week for the board 
of each and every convict. 


Sec. 8. The superintendent shall have and exercise a general 
supervision over the internal management of the prison, the conduct 
of the keeper—may remove him for neglect of duty—and shall be 
responsible for the general government of the prisori, and the safety 
and proper care of the convicts. The superintendent shall have 
power and authority to sell iron doors or other property belonging to 
the penitentiary ascertained to be useless, for any purpose connected 
with said penitentiary ; to convert the old or original building belong- 
ing to the penitentiary into work-shops for the use of the convicts ; 


_to make the improvements and alterations in the interior of the 


prison, recommended in the late annual report of the penitentiary 
commissioners; to furnish necessary stoves, and wall the prison 
well, and place а pump in the same; and for these purposes there 
shall be and hereby is appropriated out of the Territorial treasury, 
the sum of one thousand dollars; and it is hereby made the duty of 
the Territorial auditor to audit, and the Territorial treasurer to pay 
the aforesaid superintendent the sum of one thousand dollars. 


Sec. 9. The said superintendent and keeper are hereby author- 
ized and required to receive from the sheriffs of the several counties, 
all persons who are now under sentence, or may hereafter be sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary, and keep them safely according to law ; 
and the said sheriffs are hereby authorized and required to deliver 
such convicts safely to the said keeper at Portland, in the county of 
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Multnomah, and take his receipt therefor, which shall fully acquit 
and discharge said sheriffs from all responsibility for the custody and 
safe-keeping of said convicts; and it shall be lawful and is hereby 
made the duty of said superintendent and keeper to employ all con- 
victs in the penitentiary, so far as they may deem it practicable, in 
labor in and upon the penitentiary buildings and grounds, or in me- 
chanical pursuits within the penitentiary if deemed practicable. 
The said convicts, so far as respects their employment in Ше peni- 
tentiary shall be under control of said superintendent and said keeper ; 
the daily food of convicts shall consist of Healthy coarse food, with 
such proportion of meat and vegetables as the superintendent shall 
deem best for the health of the convicts; but no tea, sugar, coffee, 
tobacco, snuff, spirituous liquors, or any article of luxury or indul- 
gence shall be allowed any convict—and the said keeper of the peni- 
tentiary, after receiving any order from the superintendent in regard 
to the labor or management of the convicts under his charge shall be 
Z bound to execute such order in all cases, as near as the circum- 
stances of the case will permit; and the said keeper shall secure 
cach and every convict by the means of chains, rings, and balls, or 
any combination thereof as he may deem proper for the safe keeping 
of such convicts. 

Sec. 10. Тһе superintendent shall receive the sum of one thou- ` 
sand dollars per annum, out of any moneys in the Territorial Treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriatcd, as full compensation for his services 
as such superintendent; which sum, together with the amount allowed 
to the keeper, and the cost of the board of convicts shall be paid 
quartcr-yearly, out of the Territorial Treasury on the order of the 
auditor of the Territory. | 

Sec. 11. The superintendent of the penitentiary shall make a 
full report in writing of his proceedings to cach session of the Legis- 
lative Assembly on or before the third Monday of cach session. 

Sec. 12. The board of penitentiary commissioners is hereby 
abelished ; and all laws and parts of laws in conflict with this act, be 
and they are hereby repealed.

8. If Chinamen refuse to purchase license when found mining, duty of sheriff.

Section 1. Ве it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Oregon, That from and after the first day of March, 
1857, no Chinamen shall mine gold in this Territory, unless licensed 
so to do as provided by this act. 
| Sec. 2. Every Chinaman engaged in mining gold in this Terri- 
tory shall pay for such, mining privilege, the sum of two dollars 
tax per month, in manner hereinafter provided. .

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Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of Ше county auditor of each county. 
wherein gold is or may hereafter be mined, on the first Mondays of 
March, May, July, September, November, and January of each 
year, to issue to the sheriff of his county any number of blank 
licenses sufficient for the purposes contemplated by this act, substan- 
tially in the following form:

` бес. 4. Said blank licenses shall be numbered, consecutively, 
from the beginning to the close of each fiscal year, and duly recorded 
by the auditor before issuing the same, and the sheriff shall give re- 
ceipt for said blanks so issued, which receipt shall be filed and pre- 
served by said auditor. 

Sec. 5. All taxes collected by virtue of this act, shall be col- 
lected by the sheriff of the county wherein persons liable to such tax- 
ation may reside or be at work, every two months, forthwith after the 
issuing of the licenses, as provided in the third section of this act. 

Sec. 6. Said sheriff shall make due return to the treasurer of his - 
county of the number of licenses sold, the names of the purchasers, 
and the amount of money received thereon, which he shall pay over 
to the treasurer on or before the first Monday of May next, and 


every two months thereafter, always deducting therefrom his lawful 


fees. 

Sec. T. Before entering upon the duties of his office, imposed by 
this act, the sheriff shall execute and deliver to the board of county 
commissioners of his county a good and sufficient bond, with two or 
more sufficient sureties, to be approved by said board, in the penal 
sum of ten thousand dollars. Conditioned that he shall well and 
truly perform the duties imposed by this act; make full and due re- 
port of his official proceedings under the same, and promptly pay 
over to the county treasurer all moneys in his hands collected as 
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taxes from Chinamen whenever required by law or the order of said 


board of county commissioners ; provided, the bond in the section 5 


mentioned, shall be additional to that required by existing law in the 
ordinary qualification of sheriffs, and in no case shall the sureties in 
the bond herein required or either of them, be the same who have 
signed any bond of office for the same sheriff, and said sheriff thus 
qualified, shall be held liable on his bond to said board of county 
commissioners for all licenses by him received and all moneys col- 
lected under the provisions of this act. 

SEC. 8. Whenever any Chinamen shall be found mining in any 
county in said T'erritory, not having a license therefor, as in this act 
provided, and refuses to purchase one when tendered, the sheriff may 
seize any property belonging to him and sell the same at public sale 
to the highest bidder, at one hour’s notice ; which notice shall be given 
by proclamation, and if the property sold shall amount to more than 
‚ the payment for the license, and cost of sale, the balance shall be 
paid over to the party whose property was so sold. 


Sec. 9. Immediately preceding the time [fixed] by law for the 
settlement of the sheriff with the treasurer, it shall ‘be the duty 
of said sheriff to return to the auditor all licenses remaining in his 
hands, and he shall also be required to report to the auditor the 
amount of money by him paid over to the treasurer, which said audi- 
tor shall record in a book, as provided in section seven of this act. 


Sec. 10. The treasurer, as soon as practicable after each settle- 
ment with the sheriff, shall make his report to the auditor, of all the 
‘money received by him from the sheriff, which the auditor shall also 
хеер a récord of, as provided in section seven. 

Sec. 11. The auditor shall make a report to the county commis- 
sioners of all licenses by him delivered to the sheriff, and the number 
of licenses returned to him, and also transmit the report of the treas- 
urer to said board of commissioners, who shall compare the amount 
of money in the treasury with the record kept by the auditor, and 
the number of licenses returned by the sheriff, and if there shall be 
any discrepancy in the amount of money in the treasury and the 
number of licenses returned by the sheriff, it shall be the duty of the 
commissioners to immediately inform the prosecuting attorney of the 
county of which said delinquent and his sureties belongs, who shall 
commence suit against/such delinquent and his sureties forthwith. 
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Sec. 12. If the sheriff or any person acting as his deputy, shall 
neglect or refuse te pay over the moncy collected by either of them, 
under the provisions of this act, or shall appropriate any part thereof 
to his or their use, other than the per centum hereinafter provided in 
this act, he or they shall be deemed guilty of embezzlement and upon 
conviction thereof, shall be punished by imprisonment in the peniten- 


‘tiary any term not less than one year nor more than ten years. 


Sec. 18. Апу sheriff or his deputy who shall be found guily of 
collecting money of any Chinamen by means of fraudulent licenses, 
shall be deemed guilty of forgery, and upon conviction shall pay a 
fine of one thousand dollars to the Territory and be imprisoned in the 
penitentiary any time not less than one, nor more than ten years. 


Sec. 14. Any person having a Chinaman, or any number thercof 
to work in the mines of this Territory, shall be lable for the payment 
of licenses for any and all such Chinamen so employed. 

Sec. 15. Any sheriff may if neccessary, appoint any number of 
deputies to assist him to collect the tax, which this act provides for, 
but in all such cases, the sheriff shall be held responsible on his | 
bonds for the faithful discharge of the duties of such deputies. 


Sec. 16. All Chinamen who shall comply with the requirements 
of this act, shall be protected in the right to their mining claim by all 
the laws and privileges that protect and govern American citizens in | 
their rights to work said mines. 

Sec. 17. If any person shall be charged with circulating fraudu- 
lent licenses, or shall alter any license, and impose the same on any 
Chinaman, upon conviction thereof, he shall be deemed guilty of for- 
gery, and shall be imprisoned in the penitentiary any time not less 
than one, nor more than ten years, and be fined in any sum not ex- 
ceeding one thousand dollars, to be used for territorial purposes. 


Sec. 18. Twenty per cent. of the revenue derived from the tax- 
ation of Chinamen before deducting the cost of collecting, shall go 
and be accounted for to the territorial treasury, in the same manner 
as other territorial revenues are accounted for. 

Sec. 19. The auditor of each county wherein Chinamen may be 
engaged in gold mining, shall be allowed for his services, as specified 
in this act, five per cent., and the sheriff fifteen per cent. on all moneys 
collected by virtue of the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 90. All able bodicd Chinamen residing or remaining within

2. Deputy shall transmit to principal files and transcript of all cases pending in 
his county, and clerk shall enter such unfinished causes in his docket, &c. 
3. Writs of summons abolished and notice substituted in place thereof; form of

4. Complaint 10 be entitled of county in which the action would have been tria- . 


ble before this act; defendant shall appear in ‘any court which plaintiff ' 


may deem most convenient; if this privilege abused, cause to be dismissed; 
venue may be changed by order of court for cause. 

Witness not to be summoned to district court except in admiralty, divorce, 
chancery, and special cases. arising under laws of U. S.; but pleading shall 
be filed and case disposed of or brought to issue of fact at appearance term 
unless further time allowed; issues of fact to be tried in county in which 
venue is laid. | 

6. Clerk of district court two days before term to issue venire for grand jury fif-

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Section 1. Ве it enacted by the Legislgtive Assembly of the 
Territory of Oregon, That the clerk of the district court of each 
judicial district shall appoint а deputy in each county of his district 
who shall possess the same powers and receive Ше same fees for ser- 
vices as his principal; and such deputy shall keep his office at the 
seat of justice of his county, and shall have the custody of the 
records of the former district court of the county, and of such addi- 
tional records, papers and other things as may lawfully come to his. 
possession as such deputy, and shall perform all such duties as may 
be devolved upon him by law or by any rule or order of the district 
or supreme court, or any judge thereof. 


Sec. 2. Each deputy clerk shall forthwith transmit to his prin-

Sec. 4. Every complaint shall be entitled of the county in which 
the action would have been triable under the existing laws ; and the 
notice may require the defendant to appear in the court of any dis- 
trict which the plaintiff shall deem most convenient ; and if this priv- 
ilege shall be abused, the court fo which the cause is brought may 
dismiss the same, or may send it to the proper district, at the option 
of the defendant. And causes now pending, or to be pending, in any 
district, may, for the convenience of the parties or other good cause, 
be transferred, by the order of the judge, to'any other district. 

Sec. 5. Witness shall not be summoned to the district court, ex- 


cept in Admiralty, and by the order of the court or judge, in divorce, 
chancery, and other special cases, arising under the laws of the 


United States. But the pleadings shall be filed апд the case dis- - 
posed of or brought to an‘issue of fact at the appearance term, un- - 


less without, fault of parties, further time shall “Бе necessary; 
and if an issue of fact is formed, it shall be sent to the county in 
which the venue is laid, unless the court, for cause, shall send it to 
some other convenient county in the same or another district, to be 
there tried by a jury of the county, as hereinafter provided. 


Sec. 6. The clerk of the district court, ten days or more before 
each term, shall issue a venire directed to the marshal requiring him 


to summon fifteen good and lawful men of the district to serve - 
as grand jurors at that term, twelve of whom shall be à quorum; - 


and such grand jury shall have cognizance of offenses against the 
laws of the United States and of such criminal cases only under the 
laws of the Territory, as the court shall submit to them ; and no ter- 
ritorial case shall be submitted to the grand jury unless the party 
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accused shall have been held to bail, or committed for trial, nor un- 
less the proceedings and testimony taken at the preliminary examina- 
tion shall have been brought into eourt to be laid before the grand 
jury ; and the finding of the grand jury shall be upon the written 
testimony so submitted to them, without the personal attendance of 
witnesses, unless it shall be found necessary in cases now pending in 
Which the evidence has not been recorded. 


Sec. T. Every indictment shall state in what county the offense 
was committed, and issues of fact arising thereon shall be sent down 
to that county, to be tried with the issues in civil actions, unless the 
court, for cause, shall send the same to another county in that oran- " 
other district. | | 


SEC. 8. Ateach term of the district court Ше judge shall appoint 
the times when he will sit in the several counties of his district where 
issues have been sent, or may be pending, and shall give notice 
thereof to the clerk and deputy clerks in those counties, who.shall 
thereupon, at a time to be fixed by the notice, proceed to draw such 
number of jurors as the notice shall specify, in the mode prescribed 
by existing laws, and shall cause them to be summoned as heretofore. 
And the judge shall sit at the times and places so appointed, and 
shall then and there try the said issues, excepting such as may .. 
be postponed for cause; and the verdicts, nonsuits, defaults, and 
other proceedings shall be noted upon or appended to the papers and 
sent to the district court in which the cauges are pending, and shall 
be there entered and proceeded on as if such trials, nonsuits, defaults, 
and other proceedings had taken place in Ше said court: And if Ше 
jury shall find a verdict of guilty in a criminal case, the judge shal] 
forthwith pass sentence; and he may either cause the sentence to be 


‘immediately executed, or, in doubtful cases, he may suspend execu- 


tion of the sentence until a motion for a new trial сап Бе heard, 
or other supplementary proceedings can be had in court. And if ex- 
ecution of the sentence be suspended, a writ of execution may be 
awarded by the court. 

Src. 9. Every territorial indictment not quashed or otherwise 
disposed of during the term at which it is presented, shall be deemed 
to be at issue on the plea of not guilty, without any arraignment or 
formal plea, and shall be sent down for trial at the first sitting there- 
after. And no territorial prisoner in actual custody or confinement,
